ing world in ways unimagined before its arrival. Author 
J.K. Rowling's creation became a multi-billion-dollar 
industry. The movie series based on the Potter books 
may become the largest grossing movie series of all time

my children and I were enjoying her company, so I said, 
"Of course,'' and off she went. 

Later, when I got to know Ramona's father, I 
sensed his relief as he slowly began to trust me: the neigh- 
bor who would not condemn or hurt or even judge his 
daughter with autism. 

Ramona delighted me, really. When I would see 
her out of context, like at my children's school, she would 
shout, gleefully, " Staaaaa-ciiie darllllingV' and run and give 
me a hug. This girl had absolutely no filter and I loved her 
for it. 

Ramona's family was special. She had two broth- 
ers, neither of whom had autism, and parents who were 
in the medical field — so there was knowledge, support 
and most definitely love. Ramona was apparently loved, 
and she often came to my house on Sundays to show me 
new bracelets, new movies, or new stuffed animals that 
she had received during the week. 

But, sadly, it is often the case that parents with 
children who are diagnosed with autism simply do not 
have the resources or the medical knowledge to cope ad- 
equately with the disease. Their children scream and cry 
and suffer — and often the parents do not realize that the 
outcry is not related to behavior so much as it is to pain. It 
is now known that children with autism also have gas- 
trointestinal difficulties, in other words, they need a very 
restricted diet to stay even remotely happy and calm. And 
that is just one aspect of the challenges of raising a child

with autism. 

Ramona, and many children like her, is growing 
older now. She is nearing the time when public or private 
schools will no longer suit her, or accept her because of 
her age. She has blossomed under the care of her parents, 
and support agencies such as the I.H. Schwartz Center for 
Children in Dartmouth and the Hopewell Autism Initia- 
tive in Mattapoisett. But it's time for a change and, luck- 
ily, because of the enthusiasm and courage of a handful of 
parents and doctors and nurses, something on the South 
Coast is changing.

party the disease. The children will get to eat this special 
diet, which is natural and healthy, and work days on the 
farm, thus providing them the best landscape in which to 
be happy. 

In addition to being a haven for young adults, the 
Gottschall Center will also welcome families who have 
children with autism. Families can stay for a predeter- 
mined period of time (a few days to a week) and while 
they enjoy the farm setting they will also learn coping 
strategies: nutritional advice, sibling relationships, and 
how to negotiate with the public school system. 

As of this writing, what the Board of the Gott- 
schall Austism Center really needs is a piece of land. 
They've got the Master Plan in place. Volunteer consul- 
tants, a dedicated board, and numerous business and 
medical connections have designed a place where young 
adults with autism will have the chance to literally run 
a farm.

Parrot 

My parrot only likes the sunflower seed in her 
seed mix. How can I get her to eat the other 
seeds? 

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread diet.

Seeds lack Vitamin A and a number of es- 
sential minerals. 

What should I feed my parrot? 
Feed a pelleted bird food. It looks like dry dog or 
cat food but is smaller and is formulated for birds. 

Offer the 
seeds for 10 minutes in the morning and 10 min- 
utes in the evening and leave the pellets, fruit and 
veggies available for the rest of the day.

He would come out, 
day and night, whenever called ... to assist with stray or 
injured animals. There were times he would fill in when 
Animal Control Officers were not available, and he would 
treat stray animals if we could not find the owner and 
would conduct rabies testing (for us) as needed. I think 
many times Dr. Tremblay forgot to bill the town for these 
services ... and he will be missed.'' 

"Although I don't know Dr. Tremblay personally, 
I've heard many stories of his taking on animals that were 
rescued and adopted by local families," Chairman Blanch- 
ette said. "He gave of himself constantly to the town and 
I, for one, would be proud to send him a letter of com-

mendation/' 

"I certainly concur ... he has been of great value 
to the Town of Marion and he will be missed/' Selectman 
Jeffrey agreed. 

The board next approved a request from Marga- 
ret D. Xifaras for permission to park cars in the Silvershell 
Beach lot for an event to be held at their adjacent home 
on August 5. The board also reappointed Robert R. Dion 
to the Police Station Building Committee and appointed 
Alexander Grosart as an EMT-Basic Volunteer. 

The board next signed and approved: one-day 
wine/ malt license for a Town Party to be held on August 
25; a common victualler's license for the Sippican Cafe; 
and letters of appreciation to Priscilla Ditchfield, who 
has resigned from the Finance Committee (FinCom), and 
Joseph Berry, who has resigned from the Marion School 
Committee. 

The board, however, denied a request for an 
abatement of a water bill from John H. Graves III of 
Delano Road. The excessive bill of over $2,000 was found 
to be caused due to a defective toilet valve, but in keep- 
ing with the town's Water and Sewer Billing Policies, "all 
water that passes through a meter will be charged to the 
customer, regardless of leaks, burst pipes, or irrigation 
use." 

"These are the type of requests you hate to deny, 
but a precedent has been set," Chairman Blanchette said.

Selectmen was called to order on Monday, July 23 at 6:58 
pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Administra- 
tive Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the July 
9 meeting, then unanimously voted to reappoint Michael 
Forand as the town's Wiring Inspector. The board also 
voted to extend their previous appointment of Naida 
Parker as Temporary Town Treasurer until a full-time 
person is hired. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera said he received a call from Verizon and they 
will begin offering their video service shortly to residents 
within the Town of Rochester. 

"For a town our size, to have two cable providers 
is really a good thing ... it provides competition,'' he said. 
"Residents should see marketing of new services in town 
soon." 

Mr. LaCamera also noted that during a ma- 
jor storm this past spring, damage was incurred to the 
culvert headwall along Walnut Plain Road and they are 
eligible to get funding through the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA). But they need to determine 
whether or not the pipelines below the road surface were 
also damaged in the process. "They agreed, if there was 
further damage, they would provide additional funding,"

will cover the upcoming Rochester Country Fair events. 
''We will provide the certificates of insurance as requested 
by the Country Fair Committee/' he said. "We have also 
contacted the insurance company for the axe-throwing 
contest. One minor concern is the transportation from 
Dexter Lane to be provided via open wagons ... one sug- 
gestion is maybe we can use the new Senior Van as an 
option to transport people back and forth." 

The board next discussed the hiring process for 
the new Town Treasurer's position. Last week Selectman 
Nunes balked at the fact that Mr. LaCamera conducted 
initial interviews with the 11 applicants for the position in 
Executive Session and without the input of the full Board 
of Selectmen. 

However, Mr. LaCamera maintained that he was 
previously charged to whittle down the applicants to two 
or three finalists by the Board of Selectmen during a meet- 
ing held last month — a contention supported by both 
Selectman McGaffey and Chairman Morse. 

Selectman Nunes said he was unaware of a 
planned Executive Session meeting last week between 
Chairman Morse and Mr. LaCamera to discuss applicants 
and he went to the meeting in an effort to deliberately cre- 
ate a violation of the Open Meeting Law whereby two of 
the three Selectmen would be present. 

But the meeting in question could be legally held 
in Executive Session under Exemption 8 of the Open 
Meeting Law, to wit: "For a subcommittee or preliminary 
committee to screen candidates for employement if an 
open meeting will be detrimental to obtaining qualified 
candidates." 

"Sometimes there are more than one Selectman 
here," Selectman McGaffey explained, noting that board 
members will often get together outside of a meeting 
format to sign weekly payroll warrants. 

Before meeting with the two finalists for the 
Town Treasurer's position. Selectman Nunes also ques- 
tioned the job description which called for someone with 
a "Bachelor's Degree with emphasis on finance, account- 
ing and management and/ or at least three to five years' 
experience in a municipal Treasurer's position or equiva- 
lent experience."

Dickinson of UniBank in assessing the town's investment 
options and she also has some knowledge of Sumaria, the 
current accounting software system used in both West- 
port and Rochester. 

"Fve processed tax titles for the Town of West- 
port ... (and Fve) also been involved with auctions for tax 
takings/' she said. "We have about 40 Trust Funds (to 
administer) in Westport, totaling about $4 million. We 
have an annual budget of about $27 million." 

Based on the preliminary and final interviews 
with both candidates.

Teacher Grants Awarded 

What do gardens, filmmaking, literacy, calculus, 
and Tanzania have in common? They are all projects that 
have received funds from the Marion/ Ma ttapoisett/ 
Rochester League of Women Voters (LWV). Nine teach- 
ers in the Old Rochester Regional School System applied 
for LWV Educational Grants this year. Of those nine, six 
projects were awarded grants. The following teachers 
received LWV funds this year: 

• Nancy O'Brien, Coordinator of Social Stud- 
ies at the High School, received a $400 award to help her 
defray her travel expenses to the Peace House Academy 
in Tanzania. Nancy was selected as part of a team of 15 
American teachers to participate in a 10-day teaching and 
learning experience from June 23-July 4. She worked with 
orphans and teenagers at risk as well as with Tanzanian 
teachers at the firs public school in Tanzania. Construc- 
tion of the academy is nearly complete and she shared 
books and teaching strategies with native instructors 
who had never taught mainstream students nor practiced 
inclusion techniques. Nancy and her classes at ORR have 
raised funds for Peace House Foundation in the past. Her 
middle child spent a summer volunteering at the Amani 
Home, an orphanage run by the Peace House Foundation. 
Nancy is organizing a PowerPoint presentation of photos 
and information collected which will be shared with her 
classes as well as interested local organizations. 

• Silas Coellner, math teacher at ORR High 
School received $945 to attend an AP Calculus Workshop 
taught at Saint Johnsbury Academy in Vermont. The cur- 
rent AP Calculus teacher retired this year, and Mr. Coell- 
ner is slated to teach the course for the fist time during the 
2007-2008 school year. Students are able to receive college 
credit for the course per their achievement on an aptitude 
exam, and the curriculum is very rigid and the timeline 
very tight. The workshop was eight hours a day from July 
15 through July 20. 

• Gregory Andree, eighth grade Language Arts 
Teacher at ORR Junior High School, received $800 to help 
cover costs for the ORR Junior High School Filmmakers 
Club. The club uses the medium of film to teach students 
communication and writing skills, as well as the technical

• Kevin Tavares, Science /Health Teacher at Old 
Hammondtown School, was awarded $500 to continue 
to fund the Edible Schoolyard Project that has been a 
tremendous addition to the science program at OHS. All 
245 Old Hammondtown students have participated in 
the project and this year Mr. Tavares planned to bring 
the third grade classes from Center School to help with 
the planning. Produce is harvested as it matures, and is 
shared with the school cafeteria, and the town Council on 
Aging. The League did fund the garden last year as well.

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Waters World

Hair spray. Starring John Travolta and Michelle Pfeiffer. 
Directed by Adam Shankman. Running time: 117 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG. 

If we can't have a new John Waters movie this year, a movie based on a 
musical based on a John Waters movie will have to do. Hairspray began hfe 
in 1988 as Waters' first all- ages film (after he'd spent many years scandal- 
izing the prudes with such kamikaze efforts as Pink Flamingos and Female 
Trouble) and then, in 2002, blossomed into a popular Broadway musical. At 
first, I couldn't see the point of making a movie based on the musical, when 
there was already a perfectly good and funny movie. But this Hairspray honors 
its source and emerges as a relentiess joy machine, always ready to belt out 
a song or launch into dance. I like to think this is the movie Waters might' ve 
made if he'd had the budget back then. 

As the chubby heroine Tracy Tumblad, who yearns to dance on The Corny 
Collins Show, newcomer Nikki Blonsky, a cherubic gumdrop of a girl, takes 
the screen with grace and charisma and no visible sweat, just the way Ricki 
Lake did nineteen years ago. It's 1962 — in other words, the extended '50s 
before JFK fell and the sky darkened — and Tracy's favorite dance show is 
segregated. One day out of the week is Negro Day, where the real excitement 
and nasty dance moves happen; the rest of the week is hly-white, lorded over 
by bleached station manager Velma Von Tussle (Michelle Pfeiffer). Corny 
Collins himself doesn't have much of a problem with giving the floor over to 
Negroes or chubbies, but Velma, who wants her own daughter Amber (Brittany 
Snow) to win Miss Teen Baltimore, seems to be the one cafling the shots. 

The look of Hairspray is inspired, starting with the exuberant and ironic 
opening number "Good Morning, Baltimore," in which Tracy bops through the 
city among women in pastels and gray, depraved men. Very much in keeping 
with Waters' vision, this Baltimore is like a dead skunk wearing hair curlers. 
(The movie was shot in Toronto, though.) Hairspray is loaded with idiosyn- 
cratic characters, which I think is what has made it a success in any version; 
for instance, there's Tracy's lollipop- sucking best friend Penny (Amanda 
Bynes), who falls in love with Negro dancer Seaweed (Elijah Kelley), whose 
mother is the legendary Motormouth Maybelle (Queen Latifah), who oversees 
Negro Day. Everyone has kinks and quirks; this is Waters' dream Baltimore, 
his valentine to the days when things were still square and could be shaken 
up. 



As Tracy's doting mother Edna — a role fifled by the late, great Divine 
in the '88 film and by Harvey Fierstein on Broadway — John Travolta, broad 
of body and with dark brown ringlets framing his moon face, bears a discon- 
certing resemblance to one of my ex-girlfriends. Travolta transcends the trap 
of novelty; his Edna is a gently insecure creation, and the pairing of him and 
Christopher Walken as Edna's devoted husband Wilbur is more funkily bizarre 
than a lot of things in actual John Waters films. Old pros Travolta and Walken, 
both with backgrounds in song and dance, sing the hlting duet "(You're) Time- 
less to Me," and the damn thing overrides its own subtextual strangeness and 
becomes sweedy daffy. If I hadn't already faflen in love with the movie, this 
number would' ve sealed the deal. (One quibble about Travolta: In the '88 
film. Divine played both Edna and, in boy mode, racist studio chief Arvin 
Hodgepile; I wanted to see Travolta put in a quick appearance as Hodgepile 
too, but no such luck.) 

In any incarnation, but perhaps especiafly this one, Hairspray'^ main 
currency is a sort of naive perversity. It comes down specifically in favor of fat 
chicks and interracial love, but the coded message is tolerance in general. Its 
sensibility is strongly gay — via Waters, of course, but also composer-lyricist 
Marc Shaiman and this film's director-choreographer Adam Shankman. The 
movie loves its pre-PC Baltimore, with its Negro Day and its ghmpses of 
pregnant women casually drinking and smoking; this Baltimore is a semi-slimy 
caterpillar about to morph into a butterfly. In the meantime, the women all look 
like XhtAbFab duo (or junior versions thereof), while the straight white men 
are drunks, pervs, or haplessly harmless joke-shop proprietors like Wilbur. 
But there's redemption available for almost everyone, and Hairspray puts you 
in a good mood. It's probably the most generous and loving story Waters wifl 
ever tell, and it's retold here with verve and an infectious sense of fun.

Chapter Five: Trade, War and Whaling 

By Charles Mendell 



In the wood lots of Mattapoisett the fanners had 
cut cords of smooth barked maple, dug a huge pit 
and built a fire in the bottom. Then they stacked the 
maple logs on the fire and covered the pit over with 
sticks and mounds of earth. For two or three weeks 
they kept the fires almost smothered, and when the 
pits were opened, there lay great piles of charcoal to 
bum in the fireplace grates of the portly merchants of 
Newport. The coal is barreled. The oxen haul it to the 
landing, perhaps at the salt pond below Lieutenant 
J ohn's house, perhaps at brother Samuel's landing 
at Brant Island Cove. 

The bulk of the 'T)olphin's" cargoes went to Nan- 
tucket and Newport. Therearelongaccounts with the 
Coffins and Starbucks and Gardners, items of "frate 
to Natucet — 4 00 00"; and on voyages to Newport: 
"Capt. Pope and I paid to our pilot 10 shillings." What 
she brought back on the return trips, we do not know. 
From Newport perhaps tools and gear for farm and 
vessel — ploughs, hamesses, wheels, rope, canvass. 
From Nantucket she may have picked up a cargo of 
spermaceti whale oil to deliver to the candle makers 
in Newport. 

But it couldn't have been long before the 'T)ol- 
phin" or some other blunt nosed vessel from Mat- 
tapoisett set off on a longer voyage and beat down 
across the Gulf Stream to j oin the Colonies' thriving 
timber trade with the West Indies. Then there were 
long evenings of anxious thoughts while instead of 
weeks, wives got used to months of newsless waiting. 
On the landings new cargoes were swung from the 
vessel's holds for the waiting ox teams — stout hogs- 
heads of sugar, molasses, rum, and tobacco. And in 
Lieutenant J ohn's tavern room the mellow firelight 
flickered about stories of another world, coral reefs 
and palm- fringed anchorages, white buildings lazing 
in the sun, and courtly men and graceful ladies idling 
on the labor of a thousand slaves. 

It meant more danger too. The long backed seas 
of open ocean, gales, pirates and privateers without 
stint, unknown vicious shoals of tiie Bahama Banks. 
Andonland, another war was upon them— the long. 



drawn out Queen Anne's War —with Indians v\^oop- 
ing on the frontiers where brothers and sisters had 
recently gone to settle; the horrible Deerfield mas- 
sacre only 100 miles away; and French privateers as 
thick as clams in the flats at the head of the harbor. 
In 1708, just at harv^est time an En^ish warship came 
into the Bay recruiting sailors; and Captain Ben, ( and 
perhaps otiiers) had to leave everything in a jumble 
and go on board for a five month's expedition with 
Her Majesty's navy. 

When he gets back he is busier than ever. He 
loads his sloop, nms his farm, paying his men one 
shilling a day, lays out highways from the Center to 
Mattapoisett and Sippican, shoots his "animal quota 
of four crows and twelve blackbirds, " taking the gory 
carcasses to the Town Clerk as proof; gets into the 
row about whether to build a new Meeting House 
up to the Center or enlarge the present one by an 
addition "at ye backside thereof," and takes sides in 
the violent argument over the new school teacher, 
"mrs. J ane masshell" who, some said, was "not as 
the law directs." 

Then he added to his troubles by taking on an 
apprentice. If Captain Ben's hair was not already 
thinning at the top, Tom Tobey finished thej ob. That 
cussed boy was an imp of Satan — he was forever 
running away. It was enough to try the patience of 
the parson. Captain Ben would come back from a 
trip to Nantucket. Hay not in. Where's Tom? He's 
gone. 

Perhaps Tom can't be blamed too much. The life 
of a boy farmed out for his keep was often as harsh 
and rough as the stones he pried from the fields to 
pile on a wall. A man died, his widow couldn't run a 
farm; so the family was broken up and the children 
portioned out to neighboring farmers to work for 
their food, clothing, and a bed. Whether Captain 
Ben was hard on the boy, we don't know. But if he 
made Tom sleep in a loft with only a ragged quilt to 
keep out the cold, and drove him to toil from daylight 
till after dark, he was only doing what every other 
pillar of the church did in those times. Perhaps if

"October the 23 day — 1713 

Tom Tobey went from me to go a whaling and he 
came to me again in Febmaiy the 15th day 1714." 

Here, when Mattapoisett was still mostly wilder- 
ness, and when official records tell of whaling only 
from Cape Cod, Nantucket and Long I sland, is a hint 
that some of the little sloops of Rochester or Dart- 
mouth were beginning to forsake the timber trade 
and head out for blubber. It was only natural. Oil was 
more valuable than tar and timber. The merchants of 
Boston and Newport had been shippingit to London 
for thirty years; and farmers who were taking to the 
seas for profits on timber would not overlook another 
opportunity to use their vessels, particularly when it 
lay almost as close to their bacl^ards as their wood- 
lots. For whales were numerous along the coast and 
in the Sounds. On their voyages. Captain Ben and 
other sloop owners from the farms of Mattapoisett 
and Sippican had often seen, as Mather wrote of 
Cape Cod Bay, "mighty whales spewing up water in 
the air, like the smoke of a chimney, and making the 
sea about them white and hoary, as is said in J ob, of 
such incredible bigness that I will never wonder that 
the body of J onah could be in the belly of a whale." 

Whether there was a square- bowed whaling 
sloop lying in Mattapoisett or Sippican or Wonioco 
for Tom to ship on and chew his fingers in terror at 
seeing Captain Ben come galloping up before she 
sailed, or whether he had to dog- trot over the sandy 
cartways to Sandwich or Plymouth to find a berth, we 
don't kaow. But the farm boys on the Necks, along 
the River, and down by Dexter's Dam were begin- 
ning to learn on their hay rakes, look out across the 
meadow to the blue waters of the Bay and dream 
of "greasy voyages." And above the clanking in the 
blacksmith shops, the crackle of the fire in lieuten- 
ant J ohn's tavem room, and the grating of the mill 
saw, voices of shrewd men in homespun discussed 
this other possibility of wringing wealth from the 
sea and ships. 

So, as the years went on, come fall and the 
haymow bulging, the pork and beef salted down, 
the house banked up with seaweed, and the apples 
smelling sweet in the cellar bin, more and more Mat- 
tapoisett boys laid down their rakes to take up the 



harpoon; and a few blubber filled sloops began to 
come in the Bay from a three months winter voyage 
off Cape Hatteras and the Bahama whaling grounds. 
Then on winter nights when the crack of ice freez- 
ing deeper rumbled like a whip up the length of the 
river, the sea thrust new notes into the talk among 
the shadow of firelit rooms. Tales of a whale and an 
open boat, lines sizzling out between wooden pins 
so fast the gunwale caught fire, men last seen on 
the side of a sea midst the wreckage of a splintered 
boat ... Wrecks, pirates, privateers; and now the fury 
of the whale, and the mercy of the sea in an open 
boat. 

At home the hard life goes on. Captain Ben builds 
himself a mill dam on the river, just below his house. 
If he can saw his logs at his own mill, it's so much 
money in his pocket. He begins in Febmaiy (1714) 
to cut his timber and hire his men, when farm work 
is slack and it's a little chancy to risk winter gales 
with the Dolphin. Working in icy water requires 
more than 'iDords and nails" and logs, so he charges 
up to the dam "7 quarts of rum" and "one pound of 
shugar. " By summer the mill is running and Captain 
Ben charges J abez Dexter: "to sawing 1353 feet of 
boards —4(f)-04(s)-00(d)." 

Meanwhile, Rochester town is getting large 
enough to send a Representative to the Great and 
General Court, so Captain Ben and the others go to 
Town Meeting and elect Samuel Prince and vote to 
pay "him four shillings a day for his panes." Prince 
is the great landowner at Whitehall, the memorial 
estate in the forest between Rochester Center and 
Sippican. His sloops engaged in the coastwise trade 
bringing him considerable wealth.

If you are a Marion homeowner, 
have owned your home for at least one year, have earned 
income of less than $20,000 and have assets of $35,000 or 
less (excluding your home), you may be eligible for tax 
relief.
